Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-12 are allowable over the prior art of record. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Although 
Cheng (US PAT No. 5,731,965) teaches a hybrid parallel active/passive filter, one of 
ordinary skill in the art would not have been motivated to modify the teaching of Cheng 
to further includes, among other things, the specific of a phase shift circuit comprising a 
a first switching element for switching between a through path and a capacitor of a 
capacitance C1 and a second switching element for switching a through path and a 
capacitor C2 with respect to a ground with following expressions being satisfied 
assuming that a characteristic impedance of the high frequency signal input terminal 
and the high frequency output terminal is Z0, C2 = 4C1 , Zo = (L/2C1 )1/2, as set forth 
in the claims.
